ABU DHABI, Dec. 24 ( AP) — I ran has 
given up the notion of military superiority in 
the Gulf and is eager to cooperate with its 
Arab neighbors, an Iranian diplomat was 
quoted as saying Monday. 

The daily newspaper Khaleej Times also 
quoted Aii Shams Ardakani. Iran's ambas- 
sador to Kuwait, as saying “the fate of the 
American hostages in Tehran is in the hands 
of the American president 

Ardakani, Iran's only envoy in the Gulf 
Arab states, is currently visiting the United 
Arab Emirates. He has met with UAE. Pres- 
ident Sheikh Zaycd Bin Sultan Al-Nahyan. 

It quoted him as saying that “one Iranian 
dream of hegemony was the former Shah's 
lofty dream bolstered by the West’s interest 
in arms sales." 

“This created the feeling of rivalry bet- 
ween Iran and its Gulf neighbors," he said. 

Ardakani said instead of responding to 
demands of repatriating the Shah and return- 
ing his money “President Carter is joking 
with the world. He cannot have his pie and 
eat it too.” 

“While the Iranian government respected 
the sanctuary of diplomats, we cannot be 
asked to napalm the 10.000 students occupy- 
ing the U.S. embassy" in Tehran, he added. 

Meanwhile three American clergymen 
flew to Iran Monday to conduct a Christmas 
service for the hostages held in the U.S. 
embassy for the past seven weeks. 

“Maybe the two religious sides get 
together and begin a reconciliation,” one of 
them, the Rev. William Sloane Coffin, said 
before leaving London Airport. 

The three were invited by the Iranian gov- 
ernment During a stopover in London, Cof- 
fin was asked whether they planned to take 
the initiative for President Jimmy Carter. 

" Private citizens cannot negotiate for gov- 
ernments. But when a government is having a 
hard time talking, it's up to private people to 
tzy and discuss die situation... “ We recog- 
nize the pain and anger that led to the taking 
of the hostages. We want to investigate what 
caused it.” 

Ho and the Rev. Willfcm Howard.' a Bap- 
tist who is president of the U.S. National 
Council of Churches, and Bishop Thomas 
Gumbieton, RomarijCatrolk auxilary bishop 
of Detriot, flew to Tehran with three aides. 

Asked if they woald mieet all 50 hostages, 
they said they did not know. 

“We’ll cross that midge when we come to 
it. But we expect to. see ail of the hostages." 
Howard said. 

The clergymen learned on Saturday from 
the Iranian charge d'affaires in Washington 
that they had been selected from several lists 
of names submitted*: to Iran. 

The National Council of Churches said the 
trip was so hastily arranged that they did not 
know who would meet them in Tehran or 
how long they would be in Iran. 

Howard is black and the other two are 


white, following a preference for blacks of 
Ayatollah Khomeini for their “special stand 
against the crimes of America." 

The trip was undertaken without the offi- 
cial approval of the government, but asked if 
they had had contact with the State Depart- 
ment. Coffin said yes and added: "They sent 
us their blessing.” 

The trip removed the public spotlight, at 
least for the weekend, from the administra- 
tion's efforts to pressure Iran into freeing the 
hostages. 

Carter announced last week that the 
United Slates would seek sanctions. 

The Security was expected to take up the 
question on Wednesday or Thursday. 

Khomeini meanwhile called on Christians 
in a Christmas Eve message Monday to “ring 
the bells in support of God,” but said Carter 
“wants to ring the bells in the interest of 
spies.” 

The message appealed to Christians to rise 
up in support of the poor peoples of the 
world. 

“Oh, nation of Jesus Christ, arise," the 
Ayatollah said. “Don't let the enemies of 
divine teachings cheat you in the form of 
praying for the spies. 

“Nation of Jesus Christ, Carter did not ring 
the bells for Iranians or Vietnamese or other 
people of the world who were killed.” 

In Tehran meanwhile a terrorist group said 
it was responsible for last week' s assassina- 
tion of a senior religious leader. Dr. 
Muhammad Mofateh. It charged he was try- 
ing to build a new “SAVAK.” 

The group, known as Forghan, has claimed 
responsibility for four of the five similar kil- 
lings of close aides of Khomeini since the 
revolution. 

In Paris, a parliamentary delegation Mon- 
day returned from Tehran and said it had 
been assured by Revolutionary Council 
members that three hostages would be freed 
soon. 

Senator Brigitte Gros, the delegation 
leader, said “l have the assurance that three 
hostages will be freed today or tomorro w and 
that other clemencies will fallow." 

In another development, the archbishop of 
Algiers. Cardinal Leon Duval, left for Tehran 
from Paris Monday at the invitation of Fore- 
ign Minister Sadeq Ggothzadeh. 

He told reporters before leaving that he 
expected to see the hostages, but this had not 
been confirmed by the Iranian government. 

Iran meanwhile asked Panamanian Presi- 
dent Aristides Royo Monday to extradite the 
Shah. 

Tehran radio broadcast a letter from 
Ghotbzadeh which opened with the words: 
“On behalf of the Revolutionary Council. I 
hereby submit the Iranian government's for- 
mal request for the extradition of Muham- 
mad Reza Pahlavi, who recently arrived in 
Panama.”

(n some instances Saudi students were mis- 
en for Iranians, especially at colleges in 
lorado, as the Americans were unable to 
anguish between nationals of Iran and 
adi Arabia. 

But the press reports appear to have been 
■ked up only because of the situation in 
in, even though the incidents related do not 
'olve Saudis being mistaken for Iranians. 
For example, seventeen Saudis enrolled at 
estem Illinois University transferred to the 
iglish Language Service Center in North 
irolina after two of them were involved in a 
.rffle provoked by American students, and 
2 whole group verbally harassed in follow- 
i weeks. 

This incident occurred Oct. 1 8. two weeks 
fore the Iranians took American hostages, 
pparently the conflict was a result of “fee!- 
among the American students that the 
bney they were spending for higher gas 
ices “had paid” for the new cars that some 
the Saudi students were driving. 

In Wisconsin, 34 Saudis changed schools

Though took place at rhe height of the 
Iranian crisis, the incidents are apparently 
not related to it. and in f::ct are typical of the 
kinds of educational and cultural adjustment* 
that the Saudi Arabian Educational Mission 
must resolve continuously, said Educational 
Attache Sobhi Y. Al-Harthi. These adju* 
ments are natural not only for Saudis but 
any foreign students who come to study in : 
U.S. The mission sends perhaps two rep- 
resentatives 3 day to campuses where stu- 
dents are having adjustment difficulties or 
need face to face counseling. 

Nevertheless, as a preventive measure 
against harassment arising from the Iranian 
crisis, Al-Harthi has recommended that stu- 
dents take their names off of mailboxes, dis- 
connect their telephones or get an unlisted 
number, and walk in groups. He is also 
recommending that those students whose 
schedules permit it return to Saudi Arabia for 
the be tween-semesters vacation. 

Saudi students, of whom there are -noTe 
than 13,000 in the United States, do not get 
involved in any form of demonstrations, 
Al-Harthi said, and there “is no ground fur 
ill-feeling” toward them. 

Al-Harthi. who was appointed as attache 
in November, had served us the attache at the 
mission' s office in California. Now that he is 
in charge of the head office, he plans to make 
changes in the mission s policies and 
' facilities. “Saudi students who fail to comply

Dec. 24 (SPA) — King Khaied 
conferred Monday with visiting President 
Zia-ul-Haq of Pakistan. 

The meeting was attended on the Saudi 
side by Second Deputy Premier and Com- 
mander of the National Guard Prince Abdul- 
lah.

Oteiba urges OPEC 
to adopt $24 oil price 


JEDDAH, Dec. 24 — American Ambas- 
sador John West Monday defended his coun- 
try's move to boost its military presence in the 
region. 

In an interview withArud News the ambas- 
sador said “ Plans to beef up our military pre- 
sence in the Middle East is a gesture aimed at 
expressing friendship toward Arab coun- 
tries.” 

** We have been criticized in the past for not 
supporting our friends in the region." 

'Hie ambassador was referring to criticism 
“ beeped on us for lack to take swift measures 
against events in the Horn of Africa” last 
year. 

“The American military presence in warm 
waters indicates our interest in the develop- 
ments of these regions,” the ambassador said. 

West reiterated his country's denial for 
alleged plans to occupy Mideast oilfields, 
describing these reports as “ridiculous". 

He added that President Jimmy Carter’s 
administration “has no desire for military 
intervention in the area”. 

“President Carter himself rules out such 
move.” the ambassador added. 

West aired his satisfaction at the King- 
dom's oil pricing and production policies by 
describing them as “equitable and prudent." 


ABU DHABI. Dec. 24 ( R) — The United 
Arab Emirates' (UAE) Petroleum Minister 
Mane Said Oteiba has urged OPEC to accept 
the oil floor price of $ 24 a barrel, Jhe official 
Ero'nt* agency WAM reported Mon- 
day night 

“Collectively or individually. OPEC mem- 
bers should adopt the $ 24 marker price." 
Oteiba was quoted as saying. 

The minister made these remarks on his 
return from Caracas, where he attended a 
ministerial conference of the members of 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting coun- 
tries. 

Oteiba said the current miiJfi-tiered price 
system would not last long since market con- 
ditions would force a price alignment. 

The OPEC member stales, he said, would 
then be willing to unify oil prices when they 
meet next in Algeria in June. 

The S 24 floor price was set when Saudi 


Arabia, Qatar and the UAE in a joint move 
before the Caracas meeting deckled on an 
across-the-board increase of $ 6 a barrel. 

The increase, backdated to Nov. 1, did not 
receive universal approval of the Caracas 
conference, which ended without agreement 
on a unified price. 

Nigeria, Algeria and Libya have raised the 
prices of their crude to$ 30 a barrel although 
a barrel of crude fetches $ 40 or more in the 
“spot" or free Rotterdam market. 

Oteiba said the UAE policy, which was 
coordinated with Qatar and Saudi Arabia, at 
ihe Caracas conference aimed at controlling 
the chaotic market. 

He said the $ 6 price increase amounted to 
a 33 per cent increase, which together with 
the increases decreed in the June OPEC con- 
ference in Geneva, amounted to a 100 per 
cent rise in oil prices. 


Council views

RIYADH, Dec. 24 (SPA) — The Council 
of Ministers Monday night discussed the 
Kingdom's housing projects. 

Chaired by Second Deputy Premier and 
Commander of the National Guard Prince 
Abdullah, the Council was briefed on hous-

Weizman and Yaacov Nee man.

Ministry, will meet secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance and Defense 
Secretary Harold Brown this 
week, the spokesman said. 

Weizman told an army radio 
interviewer that he was optimistic 
about securing the Israeli request, 
which both the State Department 
and the Office of management and 
Budget have recommended hold- 
ing at the 1 980 level of $ 1 .7S5 bil- 
lion. 

“I think I can convince them.” 
Weizman said. "If not, I wouldn't 
be going." 

The Israeli aid request for fiscal 
year I9SI, starting in October. 
1980. is almost equally divided 
between military and economic 
aid. It is in addition to a special 
53-billion package granted as part 
of the Israel- Egypt peace treaty.

Sheikh describes how Mahdi will appear 


JEDDAH, Dec. 24 — Sheikh 
Nasser ibn Rashed, the head of the 
affairs of the Haramein, has given 
a thorough description of how the 
real Expected Mahdi will appear. 
The leader of tbe attack on the 
Great Mosque in Mecca had 
claimed to be Mahdi. 

But, in an interview published 
in tbe Saudi Arabian weekly 
Iqraa, Sheikh Rashed said that 
there was confusion in the stories 
relating to the issue, to the extent 
that some people deny them 
altogether. However, a large 
number of ulema recognize the 
stories as genuine. 

He believed that, in tbe light of 
the theories, the time for the 
appearance of the Expected 
Mahdi had not come. He gave his 
reasons. 

Firstly, if he comes, the 
Expected Mahdi will live seven or 
eight years after six years during 
which he will be fought by the 
False Messiah in Damascus. He 
will be besieged there with his 
Muslim companions until Jesus, 
the son of Mary comes down on 
the White Dome, carried by two 
angels. The Mahdi and his com- 
panions will have lined up to per- 
form early morning prayers. The 
Mahdi will lead the prayers, after 
which they will open the Lydda 
gate. Once the False Messiah has 
seen JesusChrist, the son of Mary, 
be will dissolve like salt in water. 
Jesus Christ will take a lance from 
one of the Muslims and stab him 
with it. 

Secondly, it is mentioned sev- ' 
eral times in the Hadith (Tradition 
of the Holy Prophet) that once 
Jesus Christ has appeared, the 
signs of the last hour will follow 
each other like the beads of a 
necklace falling off their string. 

Thirdly, it is said that the False 
Messiah will come from the 


Orient, accompanied by 70,000 
Jews from Isfahan wearing shawls. 
Isfahan does not have 'so many 
Jews. 

Fourthly, according to the Trad- 
itions, Damascus is described as 
being surrounded by a wall with 
several gates, including Lydda 
gate. Damascus now has no fence 
around it and will not be within 
four or five years . So it cannot be' 
. besieged. 

Fifthly, no wall can resist mod- 
ern weapons, which the legend 
says it wili. 

Sixthly, Gog and Magog will 
appear within the time of the 
appearance of Jesus, the son of 
Mazy* la other words, after the 
appearance of the Mahdi. 

Sheikh Nasser said that the man 
who claimed recently that he was 
the Expected Mahdi was not the 
first Several people in various 
parts of the world and even in tbe 
Harara of Mecca had already 
made the claim. They were unbal- 
anced people, and he arrested a 
number of them when be was an 
official of the Board of Religious 
Guidance, as he alwaysjknew that 
the time of the Expected Mahdi 
had not come, he said. And if the 
real Expected Mahdi appeared, be 
would not be fought no more than 
he would kill and terrorize the 
peaceful worshippers.

CAIRO. Dec. 24 (R) — Prime 
Minister Mustapha Khalil has said 
Egypt rejected any outside inter- 
vention in tiie affairs of Arab 
countries and hoped the Soviet 
Union saw mutual respect as a 
basis for international relations. 

In an interview on the state 
radio Sunday Khalil said that 
Egypt could not stand idly by in 
the event that Moscow sought to 
dose the Red Sea. 

The Soviet Union has dose rela- 
tions with Ethiopia and South 
Yemen, which are located on both 
rides of the southern entrance to 
the Red Sea. 

“Relations between us and the 
Soviet Union should be based on 
mutual respect and non- 
interference by any party in the 
domestic affairs of the other 
party,” Khalil said. 

He also said the chief of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO), Yasser Arafat, had 
refused to receive a message sent 
to him by Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat two months ago 


seeking a ceasefire with Israel and 
a dialogue with the United States. 

On other topics, Khalil ques- 
tioned the departure of Iranian 
volunteers to fight in southern 
Lebanon and dauned that the fast 
Arab summit failed to solve the 
Lebanese problem. 

He reiterated the Egyptian stand 
of foil sovereignty for Lebanon 
over its territory and the need fora 
withdrawal of Syrian forces. 

Syrian troops make up the bulk 
of the Arab Deterrent Force 
(ADF) in Lebanon.

Police said one bomb went off in 
a rubbish bin outside the office of 
the U.S. Airline TWA. Windows 
of several nearby buildings were 
shattered by the blast. 

The first bomb went off at the 
office of Air France. 

On Nov. 8 a group also calling 
itself “the Secret Army for the 
Liberation of Armenia” claimed 
responsibility in a telephone call 
to Reuters in Rome for a bomb 
attack which badly damaged the 
Rome offices of Turkish Airlines. 

“Tell the fascist Turkish gov- 
ernment we will continue our 
attacks all over the world until 
Armenia is free,” the caller said. 

The group which claimed 
responsibility for attacks two 
weeks ago on the offices of the 
Israeli Airline El Al and of British 
Airways called itself “the New 
Armenian Resistance Move- 
ment" 

It said tbe attacks were part of 
“our fight against Turkish fascism 
and world imperialism.” 


After threat to blow it up 

Cairo tightens guard on U.S. embassy 


CAIRO, Dec. 24 (OFNS) — Security is being 
strengthened at the American embassy in Cairo 
after an anonymous telephone threat to blow it up, 
along with other institutions known to have links 
with the United States, including the American 
University. 

Embassy officials are trying to play down the 
significance of a single call, but there is no doubt 
they are worried. After the recent destruction of 
American embassies in Islamabad and Tripoli, and 
the occupation of the American embassy in Tehran, 
they are in no mood to take chances. 

Visitors to the embassy have to pass security bar- 
riers that were not in evidence a few months ago. 
Cars entering the grounds are checked with mirrors 
in case bombs are concealed underneath and the 
numberof Egyptian policemen in uniform and plain 
clothes guarding the embassy is estimated to have 
doubled. 

Some American businessmen carry bleepers so 
they can be contacted if there is trouble. 

The telephone threat was received by a secretary 
at the American Cultural Center. The caller spoke 
in Arabic and said he belonged to the “Arab Stu- 
dents Federation.” It is not an organization the 
Egyptian authorities were previously aware of, but 
they are taking the call seriously. 

Islamic fundamentalists, who oppose Sadat’s 
friendship with America and tbe peace treaty with 


Israel, have a strong grip on the loyalties of some 
students. Last April members of a student-based 
activist group organized demonstrations in Alexan- 
dria and Port Said against President Sadat and Car- 
ter and the peace treaty. 

The Egyptian authorities are worried that such 
groups have been greatly encouraged by growing 
evidence of anti- American sentiment elsewhere in 
the Middle East. They see America as an enemy of 
Islam and are waiting for a chance to express their 
feelings forcefully in . Egypt as well. 

Aware that Islamic fundamentalism is gathering 
strength, Sadat has countered by reminding Egypt 
of the Islamic character of the country’s constitu- 
tion. 

These tactics have worked in the past Eighteen' 
months ago there was public discussion about ban- 
ning belly dancing, since this was Against Islam. Later, 
some members of the People's Assembly suggested 
beheading as a punishment for renouncing Islam 
and converting to Christianity. 

The People’s Assembly has started debating a 
proposal to amend Article 2 of the constitution. If 
the amendment is passed it will lead to a declaration 
that Islam is the basis of all Egyptian law. 

Such a prospect deeply worries the six million 
members of Egypt’s Christian Coptic Church. The 
Synod of Bishops is meeting- now to establish how 
the laity would be affected.

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Peking starts battle 
against rising crime 


PEKING, Dec. 24 (AP) — 
The army has been called out in 
much of China to deal with what' 
officials claim is a rising crime 
wave that has brought chaos to 
some areas. In the worst cases, tri- 
als and executions are swift and 
merciless, 

The most recent of these took 
place in Running, capital of Yun- • 
nan province. Three murderers 
and the head of a IS- member 
aimed gang of smugglers and drug 
traffickers were executed by firing 
squad after their sentences were 
read oat before an approving 
crowd of 5,000. 

And a national conference on 
public order held recently in Pek- 
ing has been succeeded by meet- 
ings at the provincial level where 
officials deplored the growing 
incidence of assault, gang fights, 
robbery and arson. 

Although many Chinese are 
alarmed by the situation, it is not 
clear whether there in fact has 
been an unusual rise in crime or 
whether it seems so because the 
newspapers now are reporting 
individual crimes in detail. 
Despite the excitement, crime in 
the major Chinese cities is 
believed to be much lower than 
the world average. 

No one is quite sure what has 
touched of foe crime upsurge 
reported. But if it is true, one of 
the probable reasons is unemp- 
loyment among the young, many 
of whom have returned from years 
in remote provinces only to find 
no one will hire them. 

The revolution of rising expec- 
tations may be another; Chinese 
long deprived of the more sophis- 
ticated material things in life now 
are beginning to have access to 
them. 

Television and the movies often 
portray a more comfortable life 
style than that now available. 

All this, and foe desire to keep 
up with the changes, h' ve started a 


competition for . material benefits 
which did not exist before. 

One of the weapons being 
aimed at the criminals is public 
shame, with the mass rally in 
Kunming an example. The guilty 
not only were executed, they also 
suffered scolding speeches by pro- 
vincial officials before they died. 

And they heard their friends 
and neighbors gathered en masse 
condemn them for their acts. 

China has found in the past that 
such mass humiliations are a 
strong deterrent. 

In the Kunming case, it was 
reported that a higher court con- 
firmed the death sentences. But 
under a new legal code starting 
Jan. 1, the nation's supreme court 
must do so. 

In at least one of the provincial 
conferences — at Shaanxi — a 
warning was made against cor- 
rupting justice. 

“We must guard against fram- 
ing people, factional ist interfer- 
ence, people seizing the chance to 
deal blows in revenge and 
remannts of the Gang of Four and 
Lin Piao and bad people shifting 
the struggle to other targets and 
carrying out sabotage,'’ said the 
conferees. 

The Shaanxi Daily at the same 
time put its finger on another poss- 
ible source of crime. It said that 
many of the cases of injustice left 
over from the chaos of denuncia- 
tions during foe 1966-69 Cultural 
Revolution have not yet been 
reinvestigated. And the victims 
have not got their jobs or honor 
back, the Daily said. 

A conference held in Guang- 
dong Dec. 14. painted a somber 
picture of the situation since this 
summer. “Since August,” it said, 

“ murders, holdups and gang fights 
have occurred continuously” in 
many pails of China. 

It hinted that foreigners, includ- 
ing overseas Chinese, had been 
injured by criminals.

NEW YORK, Dec. 24 ( AP) — 
The United States has ordered an 
investigation into reports that 
Soviet scientists are using Ameri- 
can computers to improve their 
backfire bomber, Newsweek 
magazine says. 

In its Monday edition, the 
magazine said U.S. national sec- 
urity adviser Zbigniew Brzezinski 
ordered the probe after a Moscow 
source indicated that a Univac 
computer was being diverted for 
military use in a nearby aircraft 
plant in Tupolev. 

The S3.1 million computer, 
manufactured by Sperry Rand, 
was delivered in September to foe 
State Institute for Design and 


Research in Synthetic Rubbers, a 
chemical plant outside Moscow. 
But the Tupolfcv plant, which 
builds the backfire, is also nearby, 
said the weekly. 

The U.S. Embassy in Moscow, 
in a cable dated Nov. 20, warned 
that foe output of start-up tests on 
the computer was “cross-sections 
of aircraft.” 

The cable added the sources 
claim that some officials of Sperry 
Rand “know of but wink at this 
diversion." 

According to the magazine,'

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New hitches again abort 
Europe spaceship launch 
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KOUROU, French Guiana, 
Dec. 24 ( AP) — A test rocket that 
is part of a European attempt to 
follow the United States and the 
Soviet Union into foe space age 
has again failed to get off the 
ground because of a helium leak 
and bad weather. 

Technicians Sunday aborted 
two countdowns before deciding 
to put off the launching for at least 
24 hours. 

Last Saturday, lack of pressure 
in one engine prevented the roc- 
ket from getting off its launching 
pad in the French Guiana jungle. 

As technicians tried to fix the 
helium leak, the weather worse- 
ned gradually until the launch had 
to be posrponed for a second time. 

Yves SilJard. director of the 
National Center for Space Studies 
(NCSS) which is supervising foe 
program said, “This is a minor 
incident — almost normal. I would 
say.” 

He said it was hoped to launch 
foe rocket sometime Monday. 


The rocket, named Ariane. is 
part of a space program with 
which Europe hopes to compete 
with the United States for the luc- 
rative space shuttle and satellite 
launching market. 

Its major investor is France, ' 
with 59.25 per cent, followed by 
West Germany with 19 per cent- 
Belgium, Italy. Spain, Switzer- 
land, Britain, Sweden, Holland.

Iran's internal situation continues to deteriorate, while the 
external crisis with the United States over the hostages held at 
the American embassy in Tehran shows no sign of nearing an 
end. 

On the internal front, the province of Baluchistan added its 
name to the growing list of provinces which have challenged 
the central authority represented by Ayatollah Khomeini. 
Before it, Azerbaijan and Kurdistan, and before that Khusis- 
tan, have in their various ways and with varying degrees of 
intensity made open their dissatisfaction with the present 
course steered by the leadership. The leadership, for its part, 
has not yet succeeded in formulating an acceptable solution to 
their demands. 

On the external crisis, there is now clear polarization bet- 
ween the hardline on the hostages still upheld by the students 
who are in occupation of the embassy, and the somewhat 
softer approach of the foreign minister, Sadek Ghotbzadeh. 
Ayatollah Khomeini, in whose hand is the ultimate direction 
of the affair on the Iranian side, has not yet made a decisive 
choice for one side over the other. His options are clear. 
Either to pursue the feud with the United States to the bitter 
end, putting the hostages or some of them on trial, or accept a 
solution which would cause the Iranian leadership no loss of 
face, so that it can devote its attention to the country’ s pressing 
problems. 

But whatever the Ayatollah may come eventually to decide, 
the signs are that the Iranian leadership will take no dramatic 
steps over the Christmas holidays, sufficing itself with gaining 
some publicity, especially in the United States, through allow- 
ing a number of American clerics to visit the hostages and 
conduct services marking the occasion. Some observers had 
thought that the regime's show of good will might go further, 
so that at least some of the hostages are set free. But that 
proved over optimistic. 

Most observers feel that the Iranian leadership cannot 
phase out the crisis without some definite gain it can point to 
as it asks the students to hand the embassy over. To do so 
without having First obtained a definite American concession 
would prove most embarrassing to the regime, especially now, 
with so many provinces waiting for the central authority to 
show signs of weakness.

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A look at the past decade of Middle East troubles

„ . BEIRUT - 

Nations of the Middle East won the attention of a 
world thirsty for oil in the 1970s, but they enter a 
new decade mainly preoccupied by’ their own 
domestic problems. 

More than in most areas, local issues became 
inseparable from regional » u.- and regional issues 
became international issues. Oil and Palestinians 
were the common links. 

Hie Palestinian movement, seeming to gain 
strength in adversity, became the central theme of 
Arab politics in the 1970s and placed growing pres- 
sure on Israel as it celebrated its 30th birthday in 
1978. 

Egypt signed a peace treaty with the Jewish state, 
greatly rejucing the chance of another big war, but 
domestic troubles and regional disputes continued 
to make the Middle East one of the world's most 
volatile areas. 

The Shah of Iran, who had been sustained on his 
Peacock Throne by the West, was routed from his 
country by a public resentful of his regime's repres- 
sion, huge wealth, government corruption and hur- 
ried attempts to modernize Persian society at the 
expense of sacred traditions. Rallied by an uncom- 
promising and activist Muslim religious leaders, 
Iranians overwhelmingly approved the transforma- 
tion of the monarchy- ruled nation into an Islamic 
republic but faced the disillusioned bitterness of the 
country’s minorities. 

The Iranian victory encouraged Islamic fun- 
damentalists throughout the world, as neighboring 
Arab governments brooded about the lessons Iran 
might hold for them. 

It remained to be seen bow the leftist and liberal 
elements in Iranian society would ultimately react 
to the Islamic upheaval. For the present, they have 
remained in the wings. 

In the mid-1970s, the tiny state of Lebanon 
erupted in a civil war that left it still devastated by 
the end of the decade. The conflict was another 
symptom of the overall Mideast malaise, and many 
Lebanese are convinced to this day that the role of 
outside forces proves that the Lebanese strife was 


mislabeled a civil war and deserved more sympathy 
from the outside world. 

For the industrialized world, the most jarring 
development from the Mideast was the Arab oil 
embargo imposed on the West during the 1 973 war 
and the spiraling costs of petroleum. Oil prices 
jumped 700 per cent in a decade, as such thirsty 
consumers as the United States, Europe and Japan 
became even more dependent on foreign fuel 
sources. 

The price of petroleum was practically assured of 
going even higher in the 1980s. The U.S. Central 
Intelligence Agency has said the Soviet Union may 
rirrn to the Middle East for oil in the early '80s, 
increasing the chance for greater superpower 
rivalry — or cooperation — in the area. 

The '70s saw industrialized nations courting 
states that only three decades ago were under 
European colonial domination. Having seized con- 
trol of their own resources, the Arab countries 
focused on maintaining their own stability while 
pegging their foreign policy on the conflict with 
Israel. 

Strident talk about destroying Israel gave way in 
the 1970s to demands for the return of land seized 
in the last two wars. Most of the Palestinians were 
also willing to settle for less: a homeland on territ- 
ory that Israel took from Jordan in 1967. The 
Israelis have balked. 

The issue of Israel and an Arab regime' s surviva- 
bility were largely interviewed. Israel and what the 
Arabs say is its aggressive hegemony, provided 
ample justification for swollen military budgets and 
regimes propped up by arms; locked in a tradition 
of anti- Israeli rhetoric, few Arab leaders felt they 
could afford to talk softly and protect their political 
flanks at home. 

“Each state is concerned with survival, and with 
strengthening itself' said Elie Salem, professor of 
politics at American University of Beirut. “They 
have much to do to maintain civilized life in their 
countries. They have less time for ideologies, and 
they know they have to provide goods and services 
for their people, and keep peace.'* 

This desire for stability led Egyptian President 


Anwar Sadat, whose country suffered most from 
the Arab- Israeli wars, to make peace with a country 
armed by the West. ' 

Israel, beset-by 100 per dent annual inflation and. 
a persistent tig between| secular and religious 
demands, found some of ‘its traditional support 
diminishing in the West as itpesisted opening doors 
to the Palestinians. The coalition government of 
hard-line Prime Minister Menahem Begin,, which . 
replaced the troubled Labor Tarty, reflected! ~a 
toughening mood. '■ 

Ironically, it was Begin ^labeled by the Arabs as 
one of Israels most infamous terrorists, who 
accepted Sadat’s olive branch: 

With Egypt out of the fight, the most inflamm- 
able area smoldered across Israel's northern fron- 
tier in South Lebanon, where Israel and its Leban- 
ese rightist allies battled compatriots^ largely ignor- 
ing a U.N. .peace-keeping force. In the past year, the 
region twice became the arena for air battles bet- 
ween Syrian and Israeli jetfjghteis, setting off fears 
of a wider conflict. 

Syria, whose 22,000 peace-keeping troops police 
Lebanon's 1 975-76 civil war armistice, has vowed 
to defend Lebanese airspace against Israeli attacks 
on Palestinians in Lebanon. 

While Sadat’s American- backed peace has les- 
sened the chance of war, it has also sparked Arab 
opposition against Egypt for what they believe to 
have been a self-serving accord. Believing Egypt 
sacrificed overall Arab interests for its own sake, 
most of the 19 Arab countries imposed economic 
sanctions against Sadat's government, forcing the 
largest Arab state to turn more toward the West for 
help. 

Earlier, Sadat had spurned the friendship and 
support of the Soviet Union that his predecessor, 
GamaJ Abdul Nasser, had cultivated. 

Pessimism prevailed about the prospects of 
achieving an “autonomy plan” for the Palestinians 
in the West Bank and Gaza, occupied by Israel since 
the 1967 war. The Israeli government’s plans to 
build settlements on the occupied lands stiffened 
opposition from the Palestinian population. 

Most West Bank leaders declared their loyally to 
Yasser Arafat’s Palestine Liberation Organization,

Gas shortage in U.S. 
blamed on companies

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24 (AP) 
— A major factor in die United 
Stales’ gasoline shortage last 
spring was a decision by U.S. oil 
companies to build inventories 
Tather than sell their products, 
says a report issued by The Brook- 
ings Institution. 

But the report added that the 
stockpiling from April through 
June may have been prudent 
because of “uncertainty about 
world supplies of crude oil for the 
second half of the year.” 

The report by economist Philip 
Verieger Jr. of Yale University is 
contained in Papers on Economic 
Activity published by the institu- 
tion Sunday. The institution is a 
non-profit research group based 
in Washington that specializes in 
analysis of economic, govern- 
ment, foreign policy and social 
science issues.

A spokesman for the American 
Petroleum Institute, an oil- 
industry research group, chal- 
lenged both the comparison and 
the conclusions. 

“The root cause, when every- 
thing else is stripped away, was a 
shortage of crude oiT that 
resulted from a cutback in Iranian 
production during the revolution, 
said the spokesman, who asked 
not to be identified. 

He pointed out that 1 978 might 
not be a valid year with which to 
compare 1979 refinery activity 
because 03 companies in 1978 
drew heavily from a surplus of 
inventories accumulated in 1977 
in anticipation of a rise in foreign 
crude o3 prices — which didn't 
occur — and a coal strike, which 
did. 

Verieger argued that in spite of 
the I ranian slowdown, crude oil 
imports by U.S. oil companies in 
the second quarter this year were 
higher than in the second quarter 
last year and more than made up 
for a decline in U.S. crude oil pro- 
duction. 

As a result, U.S. refineries had 
domestic and foreign crude sup- 
plies averaging 14.4 million bar- 
rels per day from April through 
June, compared with 14.1 million 
barrels per day in the same period 
last year, he said. 

There still would have been a 
shortage of some 900.000 barrels 
a day, Verieger said, because 
demand for oil products in the 
United States had grown faster 
than supply.

ILO report draws bleak picture 

Child labor seen as permanent 


LONDON, Dec. 24 (OFNS) — 
More than 52 million children in 
the world under the age of 15 
work for a living, although child 
labor is widely prohibited by law, 
according to a report recently pub- 
lished in Geneva by the Interna- 
tional Labor Office. 

As many as 29 million of them 
live in Southeast Asia, compared 
with 9.7 million in Africa, 9.1 mil- 
lion in East Asia, and 3.1 million 
in Latin America. 

The study, which is the ILOs 
contribution to the International 
Year of the Child, recognizes that 
children in the Third World face a 
cruel dilemma. 

“Where poverty is rife," the 
report argues . “to take the child 
away trom his work and to elimi- 
nate exploitation will not lead to 
his enjoying a happier life. The 
crux of the matter is that either he 
works to the detriment of his phys- 
ical and mental well-being or else 
he feces starvation.'” 


The ILO estimates that as many 
as 41.2 million child workers are 
paid nothing for their labor, 
because they are employed by 
their parents. 

’ The report, which contains hor- 
rifying case-studies from Mexico, 
Peru, Indonesia, India, Pakistan, 
Nigeria, Thailand, Italy, Argen- 
tina, and Greece, draws the harsh 
conclusion that child labor cannot 
be prohibited by law. 

It suggests that government 
should introduce measures to pro- 
tect child workers from exploita- 
tion, such as tax cuts, subsidies and 
other forms of cash help to emp- 
loyers who can show they are 
improving children's working 
conditions. 

The report points out, “The 
adoption of measures of this kind 
means facing up to reality and rec- 
ognizing implicitly that illegal 
child labor does exist. Once this is 
generally recognized, there should 
be no shortage either of sugges- 


tions for its gradual elimination or 
of measures to improve the work- 
ing conditions of children while it 
lasts." 

The societies in which children 
do work, it says, can neither pro- 
vide all the children with means of 
subsistence from other sources, 
nor give them the educational, cul- 
tural and recreational facilities 
they need. 


JAKARTA, Dec. 24 (R) —

resources are developed.

Total 
and Chevron and Texaco as a 
single entity — to spend slightly 
more than $300 million over the 
next 10 years marks the end of the 
fears and problems created four 
years ago when Indonesia, desp- 
erate for money, rewrote con- 
tracts. 

The signing, the biggest in 
■ Indonesia’s history of oil explora- 
tion, also confirmed that, despite 
protests from Vietnam, it is stak- 
ing its claim to the Natun conti- 
nental shelf in the South China 
Sea, regarded as a most promising 
oil area. 

Indonesia is the 10th biggest 
oil-exporter in the world produc- 
ing 1.6 million barrels a day, a long 
way short of Saudi Arabia’s 9.5 
million barrels a day. but it offers 
stability not only in supply but also 
'for investment.

Zambians open doors to Rhodesians

LUSAKA. Dec. 24 ( R) — Zambia Mon- 
day had normal relations with Rhodesia for 
■the first time in more than 14 years, raising 
the prospect of a revival in the Zambian 
economy. 

After the Rhodesian ceasefire agreement. 
President Kenneth Kaunda announced Sun- 
day he was ending his opposition to the col- 
ony’s illegal declaration of independence in 
1965. 

The other front-line states supporting the 
Patriotic Front guerrillas in Rhodesia also 
said they were lifting trade sanctions against 
Rhodesia. 

President Kaunda said he was normalizing 
relations, lifting the trade embargo and 
reopening border crossing points from Sun- 
day. 

But the two road bridges crossing the 
Zambesi River border at Chiruni and Aoria 
Falls were unlikely to open to traffic until 
customs posts had been manned and neces- 


sary repairs carried out. The bridges have 
been dosed since early 1973. 

Their eventual reopening was expected to 
relieve pressure on the “southern route” 
railway through Rhodesia which has been 
Zambia's only foreign trade outlet since 
Rhodesian forces destroyed key road and rail 
bridges in other parts of the country in 
October and November. 

Maize imports, needed to avert famine 
after a bad Zambian harvest this year, were 
resumed only last week after the arrival in 
Salisbury of governor. Lord Soames. 

The Rhodesians had cut off maize ship- 
ments in retaliation for Zambia's backing of 
the Patriotic Front. 

In addition to the effects of the war, the 
Zambian economy has suffered badly from 
the fall in world copper prices in the mid- 
1970s, the continuing rise in oil prices and 
inefficient management in many sectors.

JOHANNESBURG, Dec. 24 (AP) - 
Something bizarre happened in Africa just 
days before the continent edged into the 
uncertain 1980’s: a black majority govern- 
i 1 ment handed over power to a white colonial 
■' governor. 

' 1 1 The hand-over was endorsed by the black 
■ guerrillas who fought in the 1960’s and 
' . 1970’s to remove European colonial powers 
• from Africa. 

The changeover in Rhodesia was supposed 
, to be a temporary measure preceding new 
y elections to seek a black government accept- 
'f able to all sides in the long Rhodesian strug- 
gle. 

But it symbolizes what might be described 
i J as a new pragmatism in Africa following 
f another tumultuous decade.

,to the explosive 1960's, when colonial pow- 


i? 


ers yielded to surging black nationalism and 
withdrew from their former colonies. 

The Portuguese had tenaciously clung to 
their 500-year-old African empire, but even 
they left in the early 1970's, when leftist 
military officers seized power back home in 
Lisbon. 

Left largely on their own, the now- 
independent African countries have had a 
spotty record of economic successes and fail- 
ures and peace and conflict. 

A dreary list of regional conflicts and civil 
jwars, from Angola to Uganda, has been bal- 
anced by peace and even economic prosper- 
ity in other African nations. 

The ninth year of the decade saw the down- 
J fall of three Africa's worst tyrants: Idi Amin 
of Uganda, Francisco Macias Nguema 
Giyogo of Equatorial Guinea and Jean Bedel 
Bokassa of the Central African Empire. 

Shattering Africa’s cherished principle of 
hon-interfercnee in others' affairs. Tanzania 
supplied the troops which overthrew Amin, 
rebels took Zaire's Shaba Province in 1977. 
ut Belgian, French and Moroccan soldiers 
Iped President Mobutu Sese Seko repel 
j! them. Long-simmering Eritrean unrest flared 
Into civil war against Ethiopian troops in 
972 and the fighting goes on. 

Emperor Haile Selassie of Ethiopia died 
! after leftist officers siezed power and over- 
-threw him in 1974. Africa lost two other 
•[leaders in 1979, the last year of the decade: 

I .President Jo mo Kenyatta of Kenya and Pres- 
ident Agostinho Neto of Angola, who died of 
I iiancer in a Moscow clinic. 
i> The smooth transition from Kenyatta. who 
bought for and won independence from Eng- 
and, underlined a rare political stability in 
i! Kenya. 

ii With the arrival of the decade of the 1980’s 
Jf here is no clear thread running through the 
prominent like that of the nationalism of the 
'•1960’S and 1970's. Africa is not homogene- 
ous now, if it ever was. 

The themes of the 1 980s might well be an 
'‘increasing diversity, of exploring new politi- 


cal and economic paths. 

After the rush to independence, several 
fledgling democracies crumbled into 
revolving- door military juntas or nepotistic 
dynasties, but democracy is now beginning to 
make a comeback. 

Nigeria and Ghana returned to civilian rule 
in 1979, for example. 

Economic necessity has turned even 
revolutionary regimes into briefcase-carrying 
negotiators. 

The Soviet Union eagerly supplied 
w„ ipons and Cuban soldiers in Africa in the 
1970's, but was not so quick with badly 
needed development aid. 

American efforts to mediate various con- 
flicts, especially In Southern Africa, bore lit- 
tle fruit. Matters were made worse for 
Washington when the CIA was believed to be 
behind one of the factions fighting in the 
Angolan civil war. 

Africa, meanwhile, has begun to appreci- 
ate balanced financial statements and foreign 
investors with bulging checkbooks. 

Marxist Angola, for instance, has been 
wooing Western oil companies with attrac- 
tive investment packages. Mozambique, also 
ruled by Marxists, is soon to sponsor an inter- 
national business conference in its capital. 
Maputo, to seek new investment. 

Mozambique trades openly with white- 
ruled South Africa, despite continued haran- 
gues against South Africa's racial segregation 
policies. Bostswana supports black guerrillas 
in Rhodesia, but Rhodesia runs Botswana’s 
railroad system. Land-locked Zambia also 
supports guerrillas in Rhodesia but depends 
on Rhodesian railroads for imports and 
exports. 

Black Africa rejects formal relations with 
South Africa, but South African civilian 
transport planes make frequent visits, most of 
them at night, to Black African states to 
deliver South African products. 

Former Prime Minister John Vorster 
attempted to cement closer relations between 
South Africa and Black Africa but his coun- 
try’s apartheid race policies prevented this. 

The death in police captivity of black 
leader Steve Biko in 1977 further stained 
South Africa's international image, as did a 
crackdown on black groups in South Africa 
under former Justice Minister Jimmy Kruger. 
As the decade ended, the newprime minister. 
Pieter W. Botha, was moving to soften apar- 
theid. 

And the nocturnal flights to Black Africa 
continue. 

While pioneers like Presidents Julius 
Nyerere ofTanzania and Kenneth Kaunda of 
Zambia have been strong backers of 
Rhodesian guerrillas, this spirit of pragmat- 
ism led them to support British efforts to 
bring peace to Rhodesia, even if it meant 
temporarily making Rhodesia a colony once 
more. 

Tanzania and Zambia, suffering from 
economic woes, also need peace in the reg- 
ion. so they too can prosper. 
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also help to speed up the repatriation of 
Rhodesian refugees about 60.000 
Rhodesians, including several thousand 
guerrillas, took shelter in Zambia during the 
seven-year war. 

It was not clear whether all of them would 
return to their country in time for the 
Rhodesian elections planned for March. 

Police Sunday dispersed a mass rally by 
followers of Robert Mugabe as Britain pre- 
pared to deploy a Commonwealth force in 
the Rhodesian bush to monitor the two- 
day-old ceasefire. 

The 1,300 Commonwealth troops could be 
outnumbered 60 to one by the guerrillas who, 
under Britain's terms, are to report to 23 
remote stations before being escorted to 16 
assembly points. 

Gen. John Acland, military adviser to Lord 
Soames, told a press conference none of the 
British- led force would be deployed unless 
accompanied by liaison officers of the Patrio- 
tic Front guerrilla alliance. 

Two days ago Lord Soames lifted the 
long-standing bans on both wings of the Pat- 
riotic Front — the ZANU (Zimbabwe Afri- 
can National Union) of Mugabe and Joshua 
Nkomo's ZAFU (Zimbabwe African Peo- 
ples Union). 

The move has released a wave of political 
fervor in Salisbury’s African townships and 
about 25,000 of Mugabe's followers took to 
the streets, a day after his family’s house was 
attacked by gunmen who wounded two of his 
nephews. 

The demonstration in Seko township coin- 
cided with a far smaller rally by Nkomo's 
followers, for which police had granted per- 
mission. 

Police had not, however, approved the 
pro-Mugabe rally and riot forces in armored 
trucks moved in, ordering the demonstrators 
to disperse. 

Mugabe's followers defied the police order 
four times before their leaders persuaded 
them to go home. 

At Salisbury Airport, the massive, 
American-backed airlift of men and equip- 
ment for the ceasefire monitoring force con- 
tinued. 

Col. Gavin Peeble, the brigadier logistics 
officer. United States had provided tents for 
20.000 people to be distributed among the 
guerrillas. 

The guerrillas would be offereed food, tea, 
and 10 cigarettes each when they registered 
with the Commonwealth force. They would 
keep their weapons.

But sniping continues 

Turkish school battle ends 


ANKARA, Dec. 24 (AP) — Security 
forces broke a siege by leftist students at a 
high school Monday while sniping between 
extremist factions troops continued in side 
streets. One youth was killed in the clash. 

Sources said a security task force finally 
entered the premises of the Yildirim Bayezit 
High School in suburban Ankara and 
arrested leftist activists who occupied the 
campus early Monday. 

The students were protesting alleged 
“Fascism” in Turkey and staged demonstra- 
tions marking the first anniversary of a sec- 
tarian rioting in rural Turkey that left 111 
persons killed. 

Reinforced by armored vehicles and tanks, 
security agents launched a massive search for 
extremists in areas near the high school. 

Leftist gunmen had fled to the nearby low- 
income Sultan Murat district and sniped on 
troops from rooftops. 

Policemen were having difficulty penetrat- 
ing the inner areas of the district, reportedly a 
bastion of various factions active in the capi- 
tal. 

An estimated 40 students were taken away 
by police from the school, which was exten- 
sively damaged by bullets and explosions 
triggered by the arrested youths, sources said. 


Sources said security forces in Ankara had 
been placed on alert in anticipation of distur- 
bances to coincide with the first anniversary 
the bloody incidents in Kahrananmaras. 

The three days of rioting led to the procla- 
mation of martial law in an initial 13 pro- 
vinces out of 67, later expanded to stem 
Kurdish secessionist Movements early this 
year in the poor eastern regions. 

In Istanbul, sources s£d at least 500 youths 
were arrested on charges of inciting trouble 
and occupying the premia of their, schools 

Ata Ahmet Uzurnkesen. a high school 
teacher,, was shot and killed by presumed 
political terrorists early Monday as he left his 
home to go to work. 

In other incidents, police reported power- 
ful explosions at the district offices of the 
main opposition Republican Peoples Party, 
headquarters of the ultra- rightist National 
Movement Purty in Ankara and the offices of 
a labor union in Istanbul. Damage was extenr 
save but there were no injuries. 

Despite the emergency measure, an esti- 
mated 1,000 persons, mostly youths, have 
died in the last year in Turkeys relentless 
political terrorism, imbued with sectarian and 
regional strife. The total killed since 1975 is 
about 3,000. 


Ex -agent of CIA accused 

Vast gun-running ring said broken in N.Y. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 24 | Agencies) — 
Three men. one a former CIA agent, were 
arrested here Sunday in an alleged conspiracy 
to sell 10.000 British- made machine gun* for 
S2.5 million to detectives posing as Latin 
American revolutionaries. 

City Prosecutor Robert Morgan thau said 
the suspects had accepted a S56.00O down 
payment from two undercover police detec- 
tives and promised to deliver the guns to the 
Caribbean within 45 days. 

The prosecutor said the arrests at a mid- 
town New York hotel led to an FBI raid at a 
New Jersey electronics firm, where agents 
seized exploding paperback bonks and brief- 
cases and poison darts. 

He said the machine guns were in storage 
in England, where Scotland Yard sought 
additional suspects. 

One of the suspects. Frank Terpil. 40, of 
McLean. Virginia, was identified as a former 
Central Intelligence Agency agent who was 
alleged to have suppliedS3.2 million worth of 
weapons to former Ugandan dictator Idi 
Amin in 1977. 

According to Morganthau. Terpil told 
prospective buyers he also had trained the 
Palestinians who killed l ] Israeli athletes ut 
the 1972 Olympics in Munich. 

A second suspect. George Korkala. 38. is 
president of Amstech International, the elec- 
tronics firm raided by the FBI. 

Investigators said the third suspect. John 
# Dutcher, 40. had agreed to train a clandestine 
revolutionary army to use the weapons sold 
by the other two. 

Terpil and Korkala were charged with 
weapons possession and related crimes carry- 
ing total possible jail terms of 25 years each. 
Dutcher was held us a material witness. 

Morganthau said the arrests grew directly 
out of an investigation into the arming of 
O nega 7. a Cuban anti-Castro group that has 
elaimv i responsibility for bo nbings in New 
v ork and elsewhere in the United Mates. 

He s.iid police assigned to his office were 
led to the nen while investigating the sale of 
guns and explosives in New York City, 
although he would not elahortc on the initia- 
tion of the contract or any possible connec- 
tion with local terrorist groups. 

Terpil. fire I hy the CIA in 19/1. Ivc.i no 
partners with Korkala three sears ago and 
allegedly possessed in New York such sophis- 


ticated weapons as a binary explosives system 
or sophisticated liquid bomb, the district 
attorney said. In what Morgenthau described 
as a "highly dangerous” operation, two 
undercover policemen made contact with the 
pair by posing as revolutionaries for an 
unspecified Latin American country. 

The two had a bout a half of dozen meetings 
from Nov. 1 5 through Saturday with Korkala 
and Terpil, during which they bought or were 
given as samples weapons including a liquid 
bomb and a rifle with silencer whose sole 
purpose was use for assassination. 

The suppliers arranged for testing of the 
weapons at an unspecified locution. 

Court papers said the meetings were in the 
Hilton Hotel in Midtown Manhattan and the 
Ainstech offices, which doubled as an elec- 
tronics company. 

During the meetings. Korkala said he 
couid supply 1 1 mercenaries "who would go 
anywhere in the world for military activities 
said Morgenthau. adding that some were 
former army special forces personnel.

The two men obtained their weapons 
either from manufacturers or scavengers, he 
indicated, stating that Terpil had a licensed 
gun dealership. 

"These people would deal with anybody.” 
said Morgenthau. 

He said Terpil operated two sufehousesfor 
fugitives in England, and operated various 
front businesses in Washington D.C., Paris, 
and Panama. 

The district attorney said Korkala. who 
drives a car with diplomatic plates registered 
to the Ugandan mission to the United 
Nations, has been known to supply arms to 
Libya and countries in the Middle East. 

The two men were charged in connection 
with the sale or supply of a browning automa- 
tic pistol and the machine guns Saturday, and 
a silenced sniper rifle, and automatic pistol. 

The men were remanded to an unspecified 
location without bail after their arraignment 
in Manhattan Criminal Court on Sunday 
before Judge Robert Haft pending a hearing 
Thursday.
